to the following restrictions: “When operating its motor 
vehicles in the Town of Southborough on the Petitioner's .

The following is a summary of the hearing: 

Mr. Elkins speaking for the Greyhound Company stated that 
his Company has been in continuous operation between Boston and 
Albany since 1929. He stated that they hold a War Emergency 
Certificate and that they operate one trip at midnight over the 
Worcester Turnpike through the Town of Southborough. He stated 
that his Company did not intend, to compete with any existing 
bus company or service. He stated that it peacetime his Company 
ran two schedules through the Town of Southborough. 

Mr. Simoneau speaking for the Boston and Worcester Line 
stated that the purpose of this application is to carry people 
between Boston and Springfield and this would seriously affect 
the present lines. He stated that his company objected because 
they are going to take away business. He stated that his 
company will resume good service after the war and that they 


need all the income to run this end of thet’ line.

He brought out that his company pays taxes in this area 
and that the permit would deprive the people of the service 
now given. 

Mr. Winslow stated that he had nothing to add. 

Mr. Gordon for the Peter Pan Company stated that he 
agreed with Mr. Simoneau that the main issue was between 
Boston and Springfield, and he brought out that they cannot 
go forward because of the Towns that have turned them down, 
and that they just want to fill the empty seats on their 
present run. He stated that the D. P. U. does not deem this 
necessary as they would only allow one night trip. 

Mr. Picknelly stated that the Greyhound Lines is a coast 
to coast operation, and that they are trying to squeeze-out 
the smaller companies and cripple local business. 

Mr. Elkins added that we are persisting because we feel 
that there is a need of this service. 

Mr. Simoneau added that these Town Licenses would be 
placed in "cold-storage" until they got licenses from all 
the Towns along the proposed route. 

Mr. Elkins added that if they did not get enough licenses 
they would return those granted. He stated that licenses had 
been granted by Watertown, Sudbury and Brimfield. 

Mr. Hunt speaking for Greyhound said that the argument 
of competition is greatly overworked. He stated that he did 
not feel that any local service would be injured but that 
better local service could be given.
